FOREWORD 

"  Send  me  "  is  the  active,  purposeful  motto  I 
have  chosen  for  the  Juniors  for  the  coming 
year,  and  it  is  in  my  heart  to  urge  you,  dear 
superintendent  and  senior  worker,  to  make 
this  motto  your  prayer  throughout  the  year. 
May  not  each  heart  plead  with  God  to  send 
me  to  the  Juniors ;  "  send  me  with  a  heart  full 
of  love ;  send  me  with  an  intense  desire  to  show 
to  them  the  Christ  and  his  love ;  send  me  as  his 
ambassador ! " 

Many  of  the  Juniors  who  come  to  us  have  no 
reverence  for  God,  no  respect  for  his  house,  and 
not  a  spark  of  worship  in  their  hearts. 

They  come  from  the  home  to  the  Junior  so- 
ciety, and  the  opportunity  is  ours — ours  to 
teach  them  reverence  and  obedience  to  God, 
respect  and  love  for  his  church,  and  a  loyal, 
loving  service  to  Jesus  Christ.  To  this  end  I 
have  suggested  subjects  along  these  lines,  and 
trust  that  they  may  be  used  as  heart-to-heart 
talks  with  the  Juniors. 

Study  the  subjects  carefully,  and  prepare  a 
few  good  questions  that  will  lead  to  an  earnest 
talk  with  the  Juniors.     Do  not  preach  a  ser- 
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mon  or  make  a  nice  little  speech  to  the  Juniors, 
but  lead  them  into  a  quiet,  confidential,  help- 
ful talk. 

Every  topic  should  have  careful  preparation 
beforehand.  Many  should  be  planned  a  week 
or  two  in  advance.  On  this  will  largely  de- 
pend your  success  or  failure. 

I  wonder  whether  you  know  how  many 
splendid  helps  are  to  be  had  for  Junior  work- 
ers. If  you  do  not,  send  to  the  United  Society 
of  Christian  Endeavor,  Tremont  Temple,  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  for  a  catalogue  of  Junior  supplies, 
also  a  catalogue  of  Perry  pictures.  A  booklet 
entitled  "  The  Islands  for  Juniors,"  can  be  had 
by  sending  twenty-five  cents  to  the  above  ad- 
dress. A  book  entitled  "  Chalk,"  published  by 
the  Fleming  H.  Revell  Company,  Chicago 
and  New  York,  will  help  you  in  your  black- 
board work.

MY  ENDEAVOR  FOE  THIS  YEAR. 

Col.  3  :  23,  24  ;  Phil.  1 :  27,  last  clause. 
Endeavor. 

It  would  be  a  very  good  plan  to  select  a 
Junior  motto  for  the  year.  I  would  suggest 
that  the  motto  selected  be  printed  on  a  large 
card  and  hung  in  the  Junior  room.  I  believe 
that  a  motto  that  implies  action  will  appeal 


most  strongly  to  our  Juniors ;  so  I  would  sug- 
gest one  found  in  Isa.  6  :  8,  "  Send  me." 
Whatever  motto  is  chosen,  talk  it  over  with 
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the  Juniors,  and  give  them  a  clear  understand- 
ing of  just  Avhat  it  means  and  what  it  may 
mean  to  them  throughout  the  year.  If  the  one 
mentioned  above  should  be  selected,  have  the 
verse  in  which  it  is  found  carefully  read.  Tell 
the  Juniors  something  about  Isaiah  and  his 
willingness  to  go  where  God  wanted  him  to 
go,  and  say  that  when  we  adopt  this  motto  we 
promise  God  that  we  are  willing  to  be  sent 
anywhere  where  he  needs  us,  etc. 

A  very  pretty  gift  to  accompany  this  lesson 
would  be  a  small  card  for  each  Junior,  with  the 
motto  written  or  printed  neatly  on  it.  These 
may  be  made  as  fancy  or  elaborate  as  you  may 
wish  them. 

Braces  placed  on  the  blackboard  and  filled 
out  like  those  given  below  will  make  a  very  in- 
teresting talk  on  the  lesson  topic.  Be  sure  to 
let  the  Juniors  suggest  the  words  for  the 
braces,  directed  by  yourself.

Let  the  heart-to-heart  talk  centre  around  the 
motto.  Ask  the  Juniors  how  many  are  willing 
to  do  errands  for  Jesus  this  year,  and  will  say 
to  him,  "  Here  am  I ;  send  me."  Close  with  a 
prayer  service  in  which  the  Juniors  will  ask 
God  to  help  them  to  be  ready  to  do  whatever 
he  would  like  to  have  them  do  this  year. 
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January  13. 

ESTHER,  THE  BRA  YE  QUEEN. 

Eath.  4:  16. 

True  Courage. 

At  the  previous  meeting  ask  the  Juniors  to 
read  carefully  the  book  of  Esther,  and  select 
some  one  to  tell  the  story  of  Esther  found  in 
the  first  three  chapters ;  another,  that  of 
Haman ;  and  another,   that  of  Mordecai. 

Draw  a  crown  on  the  blackboard  to  repre- 
sent Queen  Esther's  crown,  and  on  the  points 


of  the  crown  make  some  "gems"  by  using 
chalk  of  different  colors.  The  projection  in 
the  centre  should  be  longer  than  those  on  the 
sides.  Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  you  what  it 
was  that  led  Queen  Esther  to  appear  before  the 
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king.  They  will  mention  "  courage."  Write 
this  word  above  the  large  gem  in  the  crown, 
and  discuss  this  trait  of  character  with  the 
Juniors.  Ask  them  to  mention  other  things 
that  go  to  make  a  strong  character  such  as 
Queen  Esther  displays  in  the  lesson.  Such 
words  as  "Loyalty,"  "Truth,"  etc.,  may  be 
written  above  the  other  gems  in  the  crown. 

Write  the  words  "  Dare  to  do  right  "  on  the 
blackboard,  and  lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  of 
other  people  who  have  dared  to  do  right. 
Make  it  clear  that  Queen  Esther  had  no  selfish 
purpose  in  doing  what  she  did.  On  the  other 
hand,  she  knew  that  it  might  mean  death  to 
her,  that  if  she  displeased  the  king  he  would 
surely  punish  her;  but  for  the  sake  of  the 
people  she  loved  she  dared  to  do  what  was 
right ;  and  God  kept  her  from  being  punished. 


Help  the  Juniors  to  get  better  acquainted 
with  God  by  showing  them  that  he  is  always 
ready  to  help  and  take  care  of  those  who  dare 
to  do  right. 
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January  20. 
HAMAN,  THE  PROUD. 

Esth.  5 :  9-U. 

Pride. 

Prepare  an  object-lesson  as  follows:  Cut 
a  large  heart  out  of  red  cardboard  ;  or,  if  you 
do  not  have  the  red  cardboard,  one  made  of 
common  pasteboard  and  covered  with  a  piece 
of  red  cloth  will  answer  as  well.  Print  the 
word  "  Pride  "  on  the  heart. 


Previously  arrange  with  one  of  the  boys  to 
tell  the  story  of  Haman,  and  as  it  is  told  bring 
out  Hainan's  principal  characteristics,  and  let 
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them  be  discussed  by  the  Juniors.  Hang  the 
red  heart  on  the  blackboard,  and  from  it  make 
radiating  lines  with  red  chalk.  Ask  the  Jun- 
iors to  name  some  of  the  fruits  of  pride ;  and, 
as  these  are  named,  write  them  with  white 
chalk  on  the  radiating  lines  until  all  of  the 
lines  are  filled. 

Use  Prov.  16  :  18  as  a  memory  verse. 


Have  a  quiet  talk  with  the  Juniors  about 
what  the  word  "  worship  "  means. 
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January  27. 

LESSONS  FROM 
THE  FIEST  HOME  MISSIONARIES. 

Acts  5 :  40-4%. 

Home  Missions. 

We  will  make  this  lesson  a  study  of  our 
home-missionary  work,  who  the  people  are 
that  need  help,  and  how  we  can  help  them. 

First  take  the  Indians,  and  let  the  Juniors 
tell  where  they  live,  something  of  their  habits, 
whom  they  worship,  etc.  In  like  manner 
discuss  the  negroes,  the  Chinese  in  the  United 
States,  the  Eskimos,  the  mountain  whites,  and 
the  foreigners. 

Write  the  following  questions  on  the  black- 
board, and  have  the  Juniors  answer  them, 
discussing  each. 

1.  In  what  ways  do  these  people  need  help 
the  most  ? 

2    How  can  they  best  be  reached  ? 

3.  How  can  the  message  of  the  gospel  be 
taken  to  them  ? 

4.  How  can  we  help  do  this  ? 
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Continue  the  talk  about  worship,  leading  it 
along  the  line  of  what  it  means  for  us  to 
worship  God. 


20  JUNIOR  TOPICS  OUTLINED. 


February  3. 
MORDECAI,  THE  FAITHFUL. 

Esth.  6 :  1-11. 
(Christian  Endeavor  Day.) 

Faithfulness. 

For  the  object  lesson,  use  a  white  heart  with 
the  word  "  Faithful "  printed  across  it,  in  the 
manner  suggested  in  the  lesson  of  January 
twentieth. 

Have  one  of  the  girls  tell  the  story  of 
Mordecai,  and  after  that  lead  the  Juniors  to 
compare  his  character  with  that  of  Haman. 

As  the  Juniors  name  fruits  of  faithfulness, 
have  them  written  on  the  radiating  lines  as 
suggested  in  the  previous  lesson. 

Rudely  sketch  a  scaffold  and  a  cross.  Bring 
out  clearly  the  end  of  each  of  these  men,  and 
how  one  thought  only  of  self  and  the  other 
thought  only  of  doing  right.  Write  the  word 
"  Punishment "  across  the  scaffold  and  the 
word  "  Reward  "  on  the  cross. 

Bring  in  the  thought  that  it  is  faithfulness 
that  makes  true  Christian  Endeavor,  that  be- 
cause of  this  quality  Christian  Endeavor  has 
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lived  more  than  twenty-five  years  to  bless 
thousands  of  young  people.  Also  make  it  clear 
to  the  Juniors  that  it  rests  with  the  Juniors 
of  to-day  whether  Christian  Endeavor  will  be  a 
living  power  twenty-five  years  hence. 

Faithful  Juniors  make  faithful  Endeavorers. 

If  the  red  and  white  hearts  are  hung  side  by 
side  in  the  Junior  room,  their  message  will 
live  longer  and  be  more  strongly  impressed  on 
the  Juniors. 


Have  a  talk  with  your  Juniors  about  what 
it  means  to  worship  God  in  the  church.  If 
possible,  let  your  pastor  lead  this  discussion. 
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February  10. 
THE  STORY  OF  JOB  AND  HIS  TRIALS. 

Job  23 :  1,  c2,  3,  10. 
Lessons  From  Trials. 

Prepare  an  object-lesson  as  follows :  Cut  a 
heart  out  of  white  cardboard,  which  should  be 
about  seven  by  nine  inches.  In  the  centre  of 
the  heart  make  a  black  cross.  This  may  be 
done  with  either  ink  or  lead -pencil.  Its  size 
should  be  in  proportion  to  that  of  the  heart. 


You  will  also  need  a  little  gold  powder  or  flitter. 
Just  before  giving  the  object-lesson  spread 
some  mucilage  or  soft  glue  over  the  black  cross. 
In   preparing   the   lesson   read   carefully   the 
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story  of  Job  as  given  in  a  Bible  dictionary, 
that  you  may  be  able  to  tell  the  Juniors  some- 
thing more  about  Job  than  is  told  in  the  Scrip- 
ture lesson.  Let  the  heart  represent  our  lives 
and  the  glue  on  the  heart  our  trials.  They 
come  and  stick  to  us  just  as  the  glue  sticks  to 
the  heart ;  at  the  same  time  the  shadow  of  the 
cross  of  Christ  is  ever  with  us.  We  may  not 
see  it  or  fairly  realize  it ;  nevertheless,  it  is 
there  all  the  time,  right  along  with  our  trials. 

Have  one  of  the  Juniors  read  Matt.  11 :  28, 
and  while  it  is  being  read  sprinkle  the  cross 
with  the  gold  powder.  This  will  make  a  gold 
cross  on  the  heart.  Draw  from  it  the  lesson 
that  if  we  go  to  Jesus  with  our  trials  his  pres- 
ence will  be  made  very  clear  to  us,  because  he 
will  help  to  comfort  us  all  the  time. 

Let  the  object-lesson  also  teach  that  our 
troubles  and  trials  help  to  bring  the  cross  of 
Christ  nearer  to  us.  The  gold  would  not  stick 
without  the  glue ;  so  the  best  and  most  beauti- 
ful things  in  our  lives  come  after  the  trials. 
Emphasize  this  fact  by  having  the  last  verse  of 
the  Scripture  lesson  read  again,  and  like  Job, 
when  God  has  tried  us,  we  shall  come  forth 
as  gold. 


Have  a  short  talk  with  the  Juniors  about 
what  it  means  to  worship  God  at  home. 
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February  17. 
THE  FIRST  PSALM  AND  ITS  LESSONS. 

Ps.  1. 
Godliness. 

Begin  the  lesson  by  having  a  short  talk 
with  the  Juniors  about  the  Psalms  and  their 
author.     The  word  "  psalm  "  means  a  song  to 


be  sung  to  a  stringed  instrument  like  a  lyre. 
Sketch  a  lyre  on  the  blackboard.  This  is  one 
of  the  most  ancient  and  most  harmonious  of 
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musical  instruments.  David  used  it  a  great 
deal  in  singing  the  psalms  that  he  had  com- 
posed. 

A  very  pretty  gift  to  accompany  this  lesson 
would  be  to  sketch  a  lyre  on  a  small  card,  and 
under  it  print  the  reference,  Ps.  1. 

The  object-lesson  will  consist  of  the  picture 
of  a  large  tree  and  some  chaff.  Let  the  tree 
represent  those  in  whom  the  Lord  delights. 
Lead  the  Juniors  to  speak  of  the  fruitfulness 
of  trees.  Ask  what  the  earth  would  be  like 
without  any  trees  on  it.  We  should  have  no 
shade,  no  wood,  no  apples  or  oranges;  the 
squirrels  would  have  no  homes,  and  the  birds 
no  place  for  their  nests,  nor  shelter  from  the 
storms. 

Now  show  the  chaff,  and  ask  the  Juniors 
what  it  is  good  for.  The  farmer  always  tries 
to  get  rid  of  the  chaff.  He  puts  his  grain 
through  a  machine  that  will  blow  the  chaff 
away,  because  it  is  good  for  nothing,  and  spoils 
the  grain  if  left  in.  It  is  so  with  the  wicked. 
God  separates  them  from  the  righteous  because 
he  has  no  use  for  them,  and  David  says,  "  The 
way  of  the  wicked  shall  perish." 

Sum  up  the  lesson  with  the  question,  "  What 
must  we  do  if  we  would  be  fruitful  like  the 
tree,  and  what  must  we  avoid  doing  if  we 
would  not  be  like  the  chaff  ?  "    The  answers  as 
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given  by  the  Juniors  may  be  written  on  the 
blackboard. 


Have  a  talk  with  the  Juniors  about  how  we 
can  worship  God  at  school. 
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February  24. 

THE  WORLD  FOR  CHRIST. 

Ps.  2 :  8. 

Missions. 

The  foreign-missionary  lessons  for  the  year 
consist  of  the  study  of  the  island  world.  Send 
to  the  United  Society  of  Christian  Endeavor 
for  a  booklet  entitled  "  The  Islands  for  Jun- 
iors."    This  can  be  had  for  twentv-five  cents. 

Ask  the  Juniors  at  the  preceding  meeting  to 
bring  their  geographies  to  this  meeting.  Draw 
the  two  hemispheres  on  the  blackboard,  and 
make  this  first  lesson  a  study  of  the  geography 
of  the  islands — their  location  on  the  map,  their 
names,  and  the  countries  to  which  they  belong. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  anything  they  can 
about  the  climate,  people,  customs,  etc.  In 
other  words,  anything  bearing  on  this  subject 
will  prove  to  be  of  interest  throughout  the  year 
as  we  study  the  missionary  topics  one  by  one. 


Have  a  short  talk  with  the  Juniors  about 
how  we  can  worship  God  in  our  play  and  rec- 
reation.

LESSONS  FROM  THE  SHEPHERD 
PSALM. 

Ps.  23. 

Our  Shepherd. 

The  following  object-lesson  has  been  much 
used;  but  it  is  ever  pleasing  to  the  Juniors, 
and  I  think  will  be  very  appropriate  to  the 
lesson  of  to-day.  Take  a  glass  pitcher  or  clear 
glass  vase  and  five  glasses.  The  glasses  should 
contain  just  enough  water  to  make  the  pitcher 
overflow  when  they  are  emptied  into  it.  Have 
clear  water  in  four  of  the  glasses,  and  water 
that  has  been  colored  red  with  red  dye  or  ink 
in  the  fifth.  The  pitcher  should  be  set  on  a 
plate  or  in  a  dish.  The  pitcher  will  represent 
our  lives,  and  the  glasses  of  water  the  good 
things  that  God  has  put  into  them.  So,  as  a 
glass  of  water  is  held  up,  let  the  Juniors  name 
some  of  the  good  things  that  God  is  continually 
putting  into  our  lives.  Then  pour  the  water 
into  the  pitcher,  and  do  so  with  each  glass  of 
water.  Lead  the  thought  to  the  greatest 
blessing   that   God   ever  gave  to  man.     The 
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Juniors  will  tell  you  that  it  is  Jesus,  and  that 
with  this  blessing  go  all  the  other  gifts  that 
are  mentioned  in  our  Scripture  lesson ;  that, 
when  Christ  comes  into  the  life,  it  is  beautified 
and  made  strong  and  good,  and  made  to  over- 
flow with  happiness  and  love.  At  this  point 
pour  the  red  liquid  into  the  pitcher.  This  rep- 
resents Christ  in  our  lives,  and  the  overflow 
impresses  the  thought  that  our  lives  overflow 
with  God's  blessings.  "  My  cup  runneth  over  " 
with  good  things. 

Let   the    Juniors   repeat   the  twenty-third 
Psalm  in  concert,  and  also  John  3  :  16. 


Continue  the  talk  about  play  and  recreations, 
drawing  the  line  between  those  that  are  right 
and  those  that  are  wrong. 
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March  10. 

A  PSALM  OF  PRAISE. 
Ps.  103. 

Praise  Meeting. 

Plan  the  lesson  a  week  or  two  before.  Ask 
the  Juniors  to  bring  their  Bibles,  also  one  ob- 
ject for  which  we  should  be  thankful.  These 
should  be  very  simple,  such  as  flowers,  apples, 
a  piece  of  bread,  etc. 

Have  the  music  committee  arrange  with  ref- 
erence to  the  praise  service. 

The  Scripture  lesson  is  too  long  to  be  read  by 
the  leader,  as  the  Juniors  grow  restless  and  in- 
attentive. It  may  be  divided  into  four  or  five 
parts  and  given  to  the  different  committees,  each 
committee  rising  and  reading  in  concert  the 
part  of  the  lesson  assigned  to  them. 

Have  some  simple  prayers  written  on  slips 
of  paper.  Give  these  to  those  Juniors  who  are 
diffident  about  praying  aloud.  Then,  as  the 
Juniors  name  the  different  ways  in  which  we 
can  praise  God,  let  each  one  be  demonstrated. 
For  instance,  we  praise  God  in  our  songs. 
Then  let  two  or  three  songs  be  sung.     We 
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praise  God  by  telling  others  about  him.  Fol- 
low this  with  some  testimonies  about  Jesus. 
We  praise  God  in  prayer.  Ask  that  each  Jun- 
ior make  a  short  prayer.  We  praise  God  with 
our  lives.  Then  follow  with  a  brief  talk  about 
how  we  can  praise  God  with  our  lives. 
The  following  braces  are  suggestive.

THE  LONGEST  PSALM  AND  ITS 
LESSONS. 

Ps.  119 :  9-16. 

Thoughts  About  God's  Law. 

Begin  the  lesson  with  a  talk  about  laws — 
by  whom  they  are  made,  what  they  are  for,  etc. 
If  you  have  been  able  to  secure  a  law-book, 
show  it  to  the  Juniors,  and  lead  them  to  talk 
freely  of  what  they  know  about  the  laws  of 
their  country  or  town.  Then  lead  the  thought 
to  God's  laws.  Have  the  Juniors  turn  to  the 
book  of  Leviticus,  and  explain  to  them  how 
these  were  the  first  laws  given  to  the  children 
of  Israel  by  God.  Call  attention  to  the  Ten 
Commandments.  These  are  also  some  of  God's 
laws. 

Make  it  clear  that  the  reason  why  God 
made  laws  for  people  to  obey  was  because  he 
knew  there  would  be  many  things  that  it 
would  not  be  best  for  us  to  do.  So  in  these 
laws  he  has  told  us  what  these  things  are. 

David  says  in  the  lesson  that  he  rejoices  in 
God's  laws  and  meditates  on  them,  and  that  he 
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will  not  forget  God's  word.  This  is  what 
God  expects  of  all  of  us. 

How  can  we  know  most  about  God's  laws  ? 

How  can  we  best  learn  to  obey  them  ? 

What  will  happen  to  us  if  we  do  not  obey 
them? 

What  will  God  give  us  if  we  do  obey  them  ? 


Let    the   heart-to-heart   talk   be   along   the 
thought  of  how  Jesus  teaches  us  to  worship. 
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March  24. 

THE  TRAVELLERS'  PSALM. 

Ps.  121. 

God  Our  Keeper. 

We  will  make  a  chalk-talk  of  this  lesson. 
If  possible,  use  colored  chalks. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read,  ask 
the  Juniors  how  many  of  them  have  ever 
travelled  or  taken  a  trip,  and  also  have  them 
tell  some  stories  about  their  journeys. 


Sketch  a  landscape  on  the  blackboard .  Now, 
do  not  be  scared  at  the  mention  of  drawing  a 
landscape,  and  do  not  try  to  imitate  that  of 
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some  artist ;  but  merely  indicate  the  trees, 
grass,  etc.,  with  crude  lines.  The  Juniors  will 
readily  finish  the  picture  in  their  minds. 

Begin  near  the  left-hand  side  of  the  black- 
board, and  draw  some  mountains,  then  some 
trees  to  indicate  the  wilderness,  a  river,  etc. 
While  you  are  sketching  these,  lead  the  Juniors 
to  tell  some  of  the  dangers  of  travelling  ;  and, 
as  the  dangers  are  named,  make  a  danger- 
signal  by  drawing  a  small  flag  with  red  chalk 
at  different  places.  Make  a  road,  at  the  end 
of  which  draw  a  cross ;  from  this  make  radi- 
ating lines  extending  back  over  the  road  to  the 
danger-points.  On  these  write  "  God's  care," 
"  God's  help,"  etc. 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  commit  this  Psalm  to 
memory,  and  when  they  travel  to  remember  it 
and  put  their  trust  in  God. 


Have   a  short  talk  with  the  Juniors  about 
some  things  we  should  not  worship. 
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March  31. 
THE  EOAD  TO  POVERTY. 

Prov.  %3  :  £0,  21. 
Temperance  Meeting. 

There  is  no  better  subject  with  which  to 
make  an  interesting  meeting  than  the  above. 
The  temperance  lessons  afford  Junior  super- 
intendents great  opportunities,  and  they  should 
be  improved  to  the  utmost.  One  of  these  lessons 
may  influence  a  life  years  hence,  and  the  sweet 
story  of  salvation  as  told  in  our  Junior  meet- 
ings may  come  to  our  boys  and  girls  at  the 
moment  of  temptation,  and  "  save  a  soul  from 
death." 

Draw  on  the  blackboard  a  saloon.  This  can 
be  done  quickly,  while  you  are  introducing  the 
subject.  A  few  lines,  if  not  straight,  will 
answer  every  purpose.  From  the  windows  and 
door  draw  snakes'  heads.  Then  on  every 
available  place  write  the  evils  that  come  from 
the  saloon,  as  they  are  suggested  by  the  Jun- 
iors. When  the  work  is  done,  show  to  the 
Juniors  that  every  saloon  would  look  this  way 
if  it  advertised  itself  as  other  stores  do. 
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This  would  be  a  good  time  to  introduce  the 
Anti-Saloon  League  pledges.  These  may  be 
had  by  sending  to  any  Anti-Saloon  League 
headquarters.  Find  out  from  your  pastor 
where  to  send. 

Or  the  pledges  may  be  written  neatly  on 
little  cards,  with  a  small  heart,  made  with  red 
ink,  in  the  corner.  The  Juniors  will  think 
quite  as  much  of  one  of  these  as  of  the  regular 
pledge-card.  The  pledge  reads,  "I  hereby 
solemnly  pledge  my  word  and  honor  that  I 
will  make  it  a  principle  of  my  life  not  to  enter 
a  saloon  or  bar-room,  and  that  I  will,  God 
helping  me,  abstain  from  the  use  of  all  intoxi- 
cating liquors  as  a  beverage,  and  that  I  will 
help  others  do  so." 

This  lesson  is  taken  from  "Junior  Topics 
Outlined,  1900." 


Have  a  five  minutes'  talk  about  how  we  can 
become  better  acquainted  with  God. 
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April  7. 
WHAT  IS  IT  TO  TRUST  GOD  ? 

Prov.  3  ;  5,  6. 
Trust. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson 
make  a  brief  talk  about  what  it  means  to  trust. 
The  Juniors  will  tell  you  that  they  trust  their 
parents.  Ask  them  why  they  trust  their 
parents.  How  do  they  know  that  there  will 
be  food  for  them  to-morrow,  and  new  clothes 
when  they  need  them  ?  Do  we  trust  God  in 
the  same  way  ? 

Sometimes  we  say  that  God  does  not  answer 
our  prayers.  Make  clear  to  the  Juniors  that 
God  always  answers  prayers,  but  that  he 
does  not  always  answer  them  in  the  wray  we 
expect.  Sometimes  God  says,  "  No,"  just  as 
our  parents  do.  If  it  is  good  for  us,  they  will 
give  to  us  what  we  ask  ;  but,  if  they  do  not 
think  it  is  good  for  us,  they  will  say,  "  No  " ; 
and  God  treats  us  in  the  same  way.  If  a  thing 
is  good  for  us,  he  gives  it ;  but  if  not,  he  says, 
"No." 

Ask  the  Juniors  to  name  some  things  that 
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God  gives  us.  They  will  name  the  sunshine, 
rain,  our  sleep,  etc.  If  we  can  trust  him  for 
these,  why  not  trust  him  for  all  things  ? 

Make  a  large  brace  on  the  blackboard,  and 
ask  the  Juniors  to  name  some  things  that  show 
God's  thought  and  care  for  us.  Write  these  in 
the  brace.  In  another  brace  write  some  reasons 
why  we  should  trust  God,  as  they  are 
mentioned  by  the  Juniors. 

Have  the  Juniors  turn  to  the  sixth  chapter 
of  Matthew  and  read  the  story  of  how  God 
cares  for  the  birds  and  the  flowers  of  the  field.

Let  the  closing  talk  centre  around  the  theme 
of  the  lesson,  placing  emphasis  on  the  thought 
that  we  should  trust  God  just  as  we  trust  our 
mothers  and  fathers.

HOW  TO  BE  TRULY  WISE/ 
Prov.  9  ;  10  ;  Jas.  1  ;  5. 
Wisdom. 

Let  the  teaching  of  this  lesson  centre  around 
the  thought  that  true  wisdom  is  to  know  and 
understand  God,  and  combine  with  the  Scrip- 
ture text  the  one  found  in  John  17 :  3. 

Use  for  an  object-lesson  a  Bible  and  some 
flowers  and  branches  of  trees,  or  anything 
found  in  nature.  Make  two  braces  on  the 
blackboard.  Above  them  write  "  Ways  in 
which  we  can  know  God."  Before  the  first 
brace  write  the  words  "  Study  the  Bible,"  and 
before  the  second  brace  "  Study  nature." 
Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  how  to  study  the  Bible. 
Make  plain  to  them  the  difference  between 
merely  reading  the  Bible  and  studying  it. 
Treat  the  next  brace  in  the  same  manner,  hav- 
ing the  Juniors  tell  how  we  can  learn  about 
God  in  nature.  The  braces  will  fill  out  some- 
what as  follows. 
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Ways  in  Which  We  Can  Know  God. 

{Learn  about  Christ  in  his  teaching.

Study  Nature 


What  makes  the  trees  grow  ?

We  should  study  about  God  every  day  if  we 
would  get  wisdom.

PLEASANT  WOEDS  AND  HAESH

Prov.  15 :  1-1^. 

Our  Words. 

Illustrate  the  following  story  with  chalk 
and  blackboard  as  it  is  being  told.  Sketch  the 
figures  rapidly,  and  do  not  stop  for  detail  or 
artistic  effect. 

Once  upon  a  time  there  were  two  boys  who 

re 


lived  on  the  same  street  (draw  a  horizontal 
line  to  represent  a  street).  The  boy  that  lived 
on  the  right-hand  side  of  the  street  was  named 
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Phil,  and  the  one  on  the  left-hand  side  of  the 
street,  Harry.  (Sketch  the  two  boys  on  the 
blackboard,  giving  Phil  a  pleasing  countenance 
by  turning  the  corners  of  his  mouth  upward, 
and  Harry  a  cross  look  by  turning  the  corners 
of  his  mouth  downward.) 

Now,  Phil  and  Harry  were  jolly  good  boys, 
and  usually  had  pretty  good  times ;  but  there 
was  one  difference  between  them.  Phil  always 
had  a  smile  on  his  face  and  a  pleasant  answer 
for  every  one  ;  but  Harry  was  sour  and  cross, 
and,  if  he  did  not  feel  just  right,  his  answers 
were  apt  to  be  harsh  and  unpleasant. 

One  day  the  boys  went  nutting,  and  they 
had  just  found  a  fine  hickory-nut  tree  over  the 
fence  in  Mr.  Brown's  field.  (Draw  a  tree.) 
Now,  of  course,  these  boys,  like  most  other 
boys,  never  thought  about  whom  the  nuts 
might  belong  to.  So  over  the  fence  they  went, 
and  Phil  climbed  to  the  very  top  of  the  tree  to 
shake  the  nuts  down.  The  nuts  were  just 
rattling  down  over  Harry's  head  when  a  man 
came  along  the  road  (draw  a  man  on  the  road)? 
and  said  to  Harry,  "These  are  pretty  nice 
hickory -nuts,  aren't  they,  my  boy  ?  " 

11  None  of  your  business,"  said  Harry. 

The  man  looked  astonished,  but  said  quietly, 
"I  suppose,  of  course,  you  asked  Mr.  Brown 
whether  you  could  gather  these  nuts." 
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"  No,  I  didn't,"  replied  Harry  ;  "  and  I  don't 
intend  to,  either.  He's  an  old  cross-patch,  and 
he'll  never  know  who  took  his  nuts." 

Now,  Phil  had  been  busily  shaking  the  nuts, 
and  had  heard  only  Harry's  last  remark.  He 
looked  down  through  the  leaves,  and  saw  the 
gentleman,  and  at  once  remembering  Harry's 
disposition,  climbed  down  the  tree,  walked  up 
to  Mr.  Brown,  and,  raising  his  hat  politely? 
said,  "Do  these  nuts  belong  to  you,  Mr.

WHAT  WE  MAY  LEARN  FROM  THE

Prov.  30  :  24.-88. 

Band-of-  Mercy  Meeting. 

At  the  preceding  meeting  arrange  with  four 
of  the  Juniors  to  tell  stories  about  the  things 
mentioned  in  the  Bible  lesson.  Ask  one  to 
find  out  all  he  can  about  the  ants  and  their 
habits,  another  about  the  conies  or  rabbits, 
another  about  the  locusts,  and  another  about 
the  lizards.  Also  ask  all  of  the  Juniors  to  come 
prepared  to  tell  a  story  about  some  of  their 
pets. 

As  these  stories  are  being  told,  place  empha- 
sis on  how  we  should  treat  the  animals  that 
God  has  made,  how  to  take  care  of  them,  how 
to  be  kind  to  them,  etc.

HOW  WE  SHOW  WHAT  WE  ARE. 

Prov.  W  ;  11. 
Known  by  Our  Deeds. 

We  will  make  a  chalk-talk  of  this  lesson. 
First  draw  a  man,  or  the  face  of  a  man,  giving 
it  a  sour  look  by  turning  the  corners  of  the 
mouth  downward.     Ask  the  Juniors  whether 


they  ever  saw  a  person  with  a  bad  temper,  and 
lead  them  to  tell  some  of  the  deeds  such  per- 
sons do.  Also  draw  a  man  with  a  beer-bottle. 
This  will  symbolize  a  drunkard.  Draw  a  boy 
with  his  fists  in  a  fighting  attitude.     The  Jun- 
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iors  will  tell  you  he  is  a  bully,  and  that  his 
deeds  are  not  good.  Make  some  round  figures 
to  represent  marbles,  and  lead  the  Juniors  to 
see  that  the  first  lessons  in  dishonesty  begin 
with  playing  for  keeps.  Draw  some  playing- 
cards.  These  will  represent  the  deeds  of  the 
gambler.  Draw  a  girl  with  a  new  dress  to 
represent  pride. 

All  the  above  figures  will  lead  to  the  talk 
about  our  bad  deeds.  Now  draw  a  man  with 
a  Bible,  another  with  a  basket  to  represent 
kindness.  Draw  a  boy  with  a  smiling  face  and 
a  man  with  a  cross.  These  represent  truthful- 
ness and  helpfulness. 

The  ships  that  cross  the  seas  back  and  forth, 
and  pass  one  another  always  know  to  what 
country  they  belong  ;  for  each  ship  carries  its 
own  flag,  and,  just  as  the  ships  are  known  by 
the  flags  they  carry,  so  we  are  known  by  the 
deeds  we  do.  Sometimes  a  pirate  ship  will 
carry  a  false  flag  so  as  to  cover  up  its  deeds ; 
so  some  people  try  to  cover  up  their  deeds  by 
an  outward  show  of  being  good ;  but,  just  as 
the  pirate  ship  is  always  found  out,  so  our  bad 
deeds  are  always  found  out.

(Union  Meeting  with  the  Older  Society.) 

Our  Faults. 

This  is  a  union  meeting  with  the  older  so- 
ciety ;  and,  if  this  fact  should  be  overlooked  by 
the  older  ones,  do  not  fail  to  remind  them  of 
it ;  for  both  societies  are  helped  by  such  a 
meeting. 

Have  your  Juniors  meet  in  a  separate  room, 
and  just  before  the  meeting  opens  let  them 
march  in,  singing  "  Onward,  Christian  Sol- 
diers," or  some  other  march  song.  Group 
them  together  in  the  seats  that  have  been  re- 
served for  the  purpose. 

Prepare  one  or  two  good  songs  for  the 
Juniors  to  sing  alone,  or  perhaps  with  the 
older  society  uniting  in  the  chorus. 

The  following  object-lesson  may  be  given  by 
a  Junior  to  illustrate  the  lesson  topic.  You 
will  need  for  it  a  glass  of  water  and  a  little 
ink  in  a  bottle.  Let  the  Junior  go  forward, 
hold  up  the  glass  of  water,  and  liken  it  to  our 
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lives.  It  is  pure  and  clear  and  good,  like  our 
lives  before  sin  comes  into  them.  Then  let  the 
Junior  put  one  drop  of  ink  into  the  glass  of 
water,  and  draw  the  illustration  that,  just  as 
the  drop  of  ink  has  spoiled  the  water  for  use- 
fulness, so  a  little  sin  will  spoil  our  lives  and 
unfit  them  for  the  great  usefulness  that  God 
meant  them. 

After  the  object-lesson  the  Junior  superin- 
tendent may  make  a  brief  talk,  or,  better  still, 
lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  about  some  of  the  "  lit- 
tle foxes  "  that  spoil  our  lives ;  and  this  may- 
be taken  up  and  talked  about  by  the  older  ones. 
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May  26. 

THE  ISLES  THAT  WAIT  FOR  HIS  LAW. 

Isa.  4% :  4. 

Foreign  Missions. 

In  this  lesson  we  will  make  a  study  of  some 
of  the  larger  islands  to  which  the  gospel  has 
already  been  taken,  such  as  Japan,  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  etc. 

The  Juniors  might  visit  their  pastor's  study, 
and  get  some  facts  about  these  countries. 

These  islands  waited  for  the  law  of  God  for 
many  years.  It  was  not  until  1854  that  Com- 
modore Perry  visited  Japan;  but  the  people 
were  ready  for  God's  law,  for  since  then 
Christianity  has  made  rapid  progress  until  a 
large  part  of  the  islands  is  Christianized,  and 
the  late  war  between  Japan  and  Kussia  re- 
vealed some  of  the  splendid  influences  that 
Christianity  has  had  on  the  Japanese.  Many 
schools  and  colleges  have  been  planted  through- 
out the  islands,  and  the  people  are  eager  to 
learn  and  advance  themselves  along  all  lines. 

The  same  is  true  of  Australia. 

Here  may  be  mentioned  the  splendid  ad- 
vance this  island  country  has  made  along  all 
lines,   especially   in  governmental   affairs,   in 
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which  in  many  respects  it  far  excels  our  own 
country. 

I  made  the  suggestion  a  few  years  ago 
that  the  Junior  societies  make  some  booklets 
out  of  blank  paper,  and  on  each  page  mount  a 
pressed  flower,  and  write  a  Bible  verse  or 
reference  beneath  it.  The  flowers  should  be 
such  as  grow  in  our  gardens  at  home,  which 
will  remind  the  missionaries  to  whom  they 
are  sent  of  the  dear  old  home  and  the  friends 
who  are  praying  for  them  there. 

These  booklets  were  received  so  joyfully 
by  the  missionaries  to  whom  they  were 
sent  that  I  feel  moved  to  make  the  sugges- 
tion again.  This  is  just  the  time  of  year  for 
flowers,  and  a  very  choice  collection  can  be 
gathered  and  pressed  by  the  Juniors,  ready  for 
the  booklet  a  little  later. 

Write  to  your  denominational  foreign  mis- 
sionary society  for  material  about  missionary 
work,  and  especially  about  the  islands  of  the 
sea.  Do  not  fail  to  enclose  money  for  this. 
Twenty-five  cents  will  bring  you  quite  a  large 
bundle  that  will  prove  invaluable  in  your 
year's  work  along  missionary  lines.

MESSAGES.

The  Prophets. 

Our  lessons  now  go  into  the  books  of  the 
prophets,  and  in  order  that  you  may  be  able 
to  help  the  Juniors  it  would  be  a  good  plan 
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to  find  out  all  you  can  about  the  prophets 
yourself,  who  they  were,  when  they  lived, 
their  mission,  etc.  A  good  Bible  dictionary 
will  be  a  great  help  in  this.  The  following 
card,  if  carefully  prepared  and  hung  up  in  the 
Junior  room,  will  be  a  great  help  in  these 
lessons,  and  will  fix  the  names  of  the  prophets 
permanently  in  the  minds  of  the  Juniors.  The 
card  should  be  white  and  placed  in  a  frame  or 
on  a  board  to  keep  it  in  shape.  Then  print 
plainly  in  large  letters  the  names  of  the 
prophets.

Make  clear  to  the  Juniors  what  a  prophecy 
is.  Use  the  common  illustration,  the  prophecy 
of  the  weather.  Speak  of  the  United  States 
Weather  Bureau  that  prophesies  the  weather 
for  every  day. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  tell  what  kind  of  men 
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the  prophets  were.  By  using  the  card  the 
Juniors  will  recall  many  of  the  prophets,  and 
be  able  to  tell  something  about  them. 

In  the  following  lessons  found  in  the  books 
of  the  prophets  make  it  a  point  to  have  the 
Juniors  become  acquainted  with  each  one  of 
them.  Too  often  our  children  are  left  igno- 
rant of  these  splendid  men  and  their  messages 
to  us.

WALKING  IN  GOD'S  PATHS. 
Isa.  £ :  1-3. 
God's  Paths. 

Prepare  a  sand-board  with  moist  sand.  If 
you  have  no  sand-board,  use  a  large  server,  or, 
as  one  Junior  superintendent  did,  tack  some 
yardsticks  around  a  sewing-table  or  kneading- 
board.     Besides  the  sand-board  you  will  need

some  gravel,  flowers,  weeds,  and  a  small  cross 
made  of  sticks  or  cardboard. 

Select  two  or  three  of  the  Juniors  to  prepare 
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the  board.  First,  they  will  make  a  gravel  path 
with  two  or  three  by-paths  branching  from  it. 
The  large  path  will  represent  God's  path. 
Now,  as  the  lesson  talk  proceeds  about  walk- 
ing in  God's  paths,  ask  the  Juniors  to  tell  what 
they  like  to  find  when  they  take  a  walk  ;  and, 
while  they  are  answering  this  question,  have 
the  flowers  and  small  branches  stuck  in  the 
sand  along  the  gravel  path.  These  will  rep- 
resent the  good  things  we  find  if  we  walk  in 
God's  path. 

But  sometimes  we  wander  off  from  God's 
paths,  and  find  other  things  besides  flowers  and 
trees.  Have  the  weeds  stuck  in  the  sand  on 
the  side  paths.  These  will  represent  the 
trouble  and  sins  that  beset  us  when  we  go 
away  from  God's  path.  Place  the  cross  at  the 
end  of  the  good  path,  and  let  the  thought 
centre  around  the  truth  that,  if  we  walk  in 
God's  paths,  we  shall  always  find  Christ,  who 
is  standing  ready  to  help  us  on  the  way.  Let 
the  Juniors  form  a  circle  about  the  table,  and 
ask  that  with  bowed  heads  each  make  a  sen- 
tence prayer,  and  ask  God  to  keep  them  in  his 
paths. 


Let  the  five-minute  talk  be  on  the  subject  of 
God  as  our  judge.

CHRIST  OUR  SAVIOUR. 

Isa.  53 :  1-12. 

The  Messiah. 

A  pretty  gift  to  accompany  this  lesson  can 
be  made  by  outlining  on  cards  of  the  size  of  a 
calling-card,  cut  from  cardboard  or  heavy 
paper,  a  cross,  on  which  print  the  motto,  "  Re- 
member Jesus  Christ,"  2  Tim.  2 :  8. 

By  this  time  the  Juniors  will  under- 
stand pretty  well  what  a  prophecy  is ;  but  it 
would  be  a  good  plan  to  talk  it  over  again,  so 
that  they  may  have  a  clear  understanding  of 
just  what  this  fifty-third  of  Isaiah  means,  that 
more  than  seven  hundred  years  before  Christ 
came  to  the  world  God  put  it  into  Isaiah's 
heart  to  tell  the  story  of  his  life. 

Have  the  chapter  read  very  carefully,  and 
lead  the  Juniors  to  see  how  it  all  came  to  pass 
just  as  Isaiah  told  it. 

As  the  first  verse  of  the  chapter  is  read,  ask 
one  of  the  Juniors  to  turn  to  Luke  7 :  22  and 
read  the  verse.  This  will  show  the  Juniors 
how   these   verses    answer   Isaiah's   question. 
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Then  have  the  first  half  of  the  second  verse 
followed  by  Luke  2 :  52,  then  the  second  half 
of  the  second  verse,  by  Mark  6 :  3.  Compare 
verses  3-8,  inclusive,  with  Mark  15 :  1-5  and 
Luke  22 :  63-65.  Then  have  the  ninth  verse 
read,  followed  by  Luke  23 :  33,  50-53,  and 
verses  10-12  followed  by  Luke  24 :  50-52. 

After  these  have  been  read  compare  the  two 
stories,  that  in  Isaiah  with  the  one  in  the  New 
Testament  that  has  been  read.  The  Juniors 
will  be  very  quick  to  see  that  they  are  exactly 
alike,  that  Isaiah  foresaw  the  life  of  the  Son  of 
God  as  he  would  live  it  in  this  world. 

This  will  also  make  clear  to  the  Juniors  that 
God  was  planning  to  send  us  a  Eedeemer 
years  and  years  before  Christ  came.  This  will 
lead  to  a  quiet  talk  about  the  great  love  that 
God  had  for  us  in  giving  his  only  begotten  Son 
for  our  Saviour. 


Talk  about  our  forgiving  one  another. 
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June  30. 

MISSIONS  IN  OUR  OWN  LAND. 

Isa.  52 :  7. 

Home  Missions. 

Two  or  three  weeks  previous  to  this  meeting 
send  for  a  booklet  called  "  Coming  Americans." 
This  can  be  had  by  sending  twenty-five  cents 
to  the  United  Societv  of  Christian  Endeavor. 

The  meeting  will  need  to  be  planned  at  least 
a  week  beforehand.  Ask  one  of  the  Juniors 
to  be  prepared  to  tell  about  the  people  who 
work  in  the  mines,  another  about  the  lumber- 
men, another  about  the  Chinese,  another  about 
the  Jews  and  Italians  who  work  in  sweat- 
shops, etc. 

This  talk  could  be  illustrated  with  the  chalk 
and  blackboard.  The  mines  could  be  illustrated 
by  sketching  the  shaft  and  cage  in  which  the 
men  go  down  to  the  mines,  the  lumbermen  by 
drawing  a  rude  camp  or  shanty  among  some 
trees,  the  Chinese  by  making  a  row  of  Chinese 
letters. 

Another  phase  of  this  may  be  brought  out, 
and  that  is  the  children  of  the  foreigners  who

work  in  the  coal-breakers  and  factories  in  this 
country.  There  are  nearly  two  million  who 
work  every  day  or  every  night.  In  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania  there  are  more  then  twenty  thou- 
sand little  boys  who  work  in  the  breakers  and 
coal-mines,  and  in  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
there  are  hundreds  of  boys  working  in  the 
glass-factories.  In  the  Southern  States  thou- 
sands of  little  girls  and  boys  work  in  the 
cotton-mills.  The  reason  why  these  children 
have  to  work  is  that  in  many  of  our  States  no 
laws  are  made  to  protect  them. 

After  the  stories  have  been  told,  talk  over 
with  the  Juniors  how  we  can  help  these 
people.  We  can  help  foreigners  by  sending 
Christian  ministers  to  them,  and  by  sending 
them  good  books  and  Sunday-school  papers. 
This  may  lead  to  your  society's  preparing  a 
box  of  such  articles  to  send  to  some  home  mis- 
sionaries, who  will  gladly  distribute  the  articles 
where  they  will  do  the  most  good.

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July  7. 
SEEKING  THE  LORD. 

Isa.  55 :  1-13. 
Seeking  God. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read, 
open  the  lesson  talk  by  having  the  Juniors  tell 
how  they  play  "  hide-and-seek."  They  will 
tell  you  that,  while  John  hides  his  eyes  and 
counts  one  hundred,  the  rest  run  and  hide,  each 
trying  to  get  the  best  place  to  hide ;  and,  if 


Fred  gets  an  especially  good  place,  and  John 
cannot  find  him,  he  will  seek  everywhere,  far 
and  near,  nor  does  he  give  it  up  until  he  finds 
him.     This  illustrates  the  thought  that,  when 
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we  are  determined  to  find  something,  we  seek 
for  it  with  all  our  might. 

Have  one  of  the  boys  tell  a  story  about  men 
who  go  to  the  gold-fields.  When  the  rich 
mines  were  discovered  in  Alaska,  men  went 
through  everything  in  order  to  get  gold. 
Thousands  of  them  died  on  the  way. 

Let  one  of  the  girls  tell  the  story  of  how 
people  seek  for  pleasure.  If  we  want  to  go 
somewhere  or  do  something  that  seems  espe- 
cially attractive,  nothing  is  too  hard  for  us  to 
do  in  order  to  accomplish  it. 

Another  Junior  may  tell  about  people  who 
seek  health  in  different  climates. 

Now  centre  the  lesson  thought  around  the 
topic,  and  raise  the  question,  Do  people  seek 
God  with  as  much  earnestness  and  perseverance 
as  they  show  in  seeking  the  things  we  have 
just  mentioned  ? 

If  some  one  told  us  that,  if  we  went  to  a 
certain  place  we  should  find  there  a  man  who 
would  give  us  everything  we  wanted,  we  should 
be  sure  to  go.  Now,  God  has  promised  us 
that,  if  we  seek  him,  we  can  have  everything 
we  have  ever  wanted,  and  more,  for  "  Eye  hath 
not  seen,  nor  ear  heard,  neither  have  entered 
into  the  heart  of  man,  the  things  which  God 
hath  prepared  for  them  that  love  him." 
1  Cor.  2 :  9. 
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Make  the  thought  clear  that  we  do  not  have 
to  go  far  to  seek  God.  We  have  only  to  call 
on  his  name,  and  he  is  with  us. 

Have  the  Juniors  turn  to  Matt.  6 :  33,  and 
use  the  verse  as  a  memory  verse. 


Let  the  subject  for  the  after  talk  be  how  we 
can  honor  God  most.

HOW  CAN  WE  MAKE  THE  SABBATH 
A  DELIGHT  ? 

Isa.58:  13,  U. 

The  Sabbath. 

Have  one  of  your  committees  meet  with  you 
during  the  week  before  this  meeting  and  pre- 
pare two  calendars  as  follows : 

Get  two  pieces  of  cardboard  nine  by  twelve 


inches,  and  on  each  make  a  calendar  to  repre- 
sent the  one-day  calendars  that  are  used  in 
offices.     The  top  of  the  calendar  may  be  deco- 
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rated  with  a  drawing  or  simply  a  pleasing  and 
attractive  picture.  Below  this  print  the  words 
"  Sunday,  July  14."  Under  this  on  one  cal- 
endar write  the  word  "  Kept,"  and  on  the 
other  the  word  "  Broken."  Take  this  to  the 
Junior  meeting,  together  with  a  black  crayon 
pencil  or  other  pencil  that  will  make  a  broad 
mark.  After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture 
lesson  show  the  calendars;  and  tell  the  Juniors 
that  these  represent  our  Sabbaths,  and  that  we 
are  going  to  name  ways  to  keep  the  Sabbath,  as 
God  would  have  us  keep  it  and  ways  in  which 
the  Sabbath  is  broken. 

Appoint  two  of  your  Juniors  who  can  print 
or  write  well ;  and,  as  the  Juniors  name  ways 
of  keeping  or  breaking  the  Sabbath,  have  them 
written  neatly  on  the  calendars.  After  these 
are  filled  hang  them  side  by  side  on  the  wall 
of  the  Junior  room.  The  suggestions  on  them 
will  lead  to  a  general  talk  on  the  subject, 
"  How  can  we  make  the  Sabbath  a  delight  ?  " 


Let    the    closing    talk    centre  around  the 
thought  of  how  we  can  honor  God's  day. 
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July  21. 

GOD'S  CALL  TO  JEEEMIAH  AND 

TO  US. 

Jer.  1 :  6-10. 
Called  of  God. 

If  possible,  get  three  acorns  to  use  as  the  ob- 
ject-lesson. 

After  the  reading  of  the  Scripture  lesson 
show  the  acorns,  and  let  them  teach  the  thought 
that  they  contain  a  germ  of  life,  very  small,  to 
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be  sure,  and  if  placed  in  the  ground  will  grow 
into  trees,  strong  and  large  and  beautiful. 
Draw  a  wide  mark  across  the  blackboard  to 
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represent  soil  or  earth.  This  can  be  done  by 
using  the  side  of  the  chalk.  In  this  soil  draw 
an  acorn  with  a  tiny  sprout  coming  from  it. 
Liken  this  to  Jeremiah  as  he  started  when  only 
a  little  bov  to  do  God's  work.  Extend  the 
sprout  into  a  tree  with  several  branches,  and  let 
the  Juniors  name  some  of  the  things  that  Jer- 
emiah's life  stood  for.  As  they  are  named, 
write  them  on  the  tree. 

"Plant"  another  acorn  in  the  soil  on  the 
blackboard,  and  liken  it  to  Christ's  life.  Let 
one  of  the  Juniors  tell  the  story  of  his  boy- 
hood, how  he  "  grew,  and  waxed  strong."  As 
you  draw  the  tree,  let  it  take  the  shape  of  a 
cross;  and  on  the  arms  of  the  cross  write  some 
of  the  deeds  of  Christ's  life  as  they  are  sug- 
gested by  the  Juniors.  Then  plant  another 
acorn.  This  will  stand  for  the  Juniors.  From 
this  make  a  tree.  Let  the  Juniors  name  things 
they  can  do  as  they  wax  strong  and  grow  into 
men  and  women. 

Let  the  following  lessons  be  drawn : 

God  "  plants  "  us  for  some  purpose  of  his 
own,  and  we  can  grow  into  good,  useful  lives 
as  Jeremiah  did. 

The  call  comes  to  us  just  as  plainly  as  it  did 
to  the  prophet.  We  often  try  to  make  an  ex- 
cuse by  saying  we  are  too  young,  or  something 
of  the  kind ;  but  God  will  not  excuse  us ;  but  at 
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the  same  time  we  have  the  same  promise  he 
made  to  Jeremiah,  "  Be  not  afraid,  for  I  am 
with  thee  to  deliver  thee." 

Have  the  Juniors  use  verse  seven  as  a  memory 
verse,  and  follow  with  a  prayer  service  in 
which  the  thought  may  be  that  God  will  help 
us  to  be  ready  to  do  the  work  that  he  has  for 
us  to  do.

LESSONS  FEOM  THE  RECHABITES. 

Jer.  35 :  1-19. 

Temperance  Meeting. 

Plan  your  meeting  a  week  or  two  in  ad- 
vance. Arrange  with  one  of  the  boys  to  tell 
the  story  of  the  Rechabites,  who  they  were, 
what  kind  of  men,  why  they  were  temperate, 
and  their  reward. 

Also  plan  a  programme  with  songs  and  reci- 
tations. If  you  have  no  good  recitations  on 
the  subject  of  temperance,  send  to  the  United 
Society  of  Christian  Endeavor  for  "  Junior  Reci- 
tations" by  Amos  R.  Wells.  This  book  is 
full  of  choice  recitations  for  all  special  occa- 
sions. 

Have  one  of  the  Juniors  read  verse  six. 
Print  the  word  "  No  "  on  the  blackboard,  and 
after  it  make  a  brace.  As  the  Juniors  name 
things  that  we  should  not  taste  or  drink,  write 
them  in  the  brace.  Follow  this  with  another 
brace,  before  which  the  word  Why  ?  is  written, 
and  have  the  Juniors  name  the  reasons  why  we 
should  not  drink.     Write  these  in  the  brace. 
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Have  one  of  the  boys  tell  the  effect  of 
alcohol  on  the  system,  and  why  it  will  sooner 
or  later  ruin  the  health  of  any  one  who  uses  it. 
The  Juniors  never  tire  of  the  experiment  of 
breaking  the  white  of  an  egg  into  alcohol. 
The  quickness  with  which  the  alcohol  cooks 
the  albumen  in  the  egg  shows  the  effect  it  will 
have  on  the  human  stomach.

GOD'S  PKOMISES  TO  US. 

Jer.  31 :  33,  31^. 

Promise  Meeting. 

During  the  week  before  this  meeting  have 
one  of  your  committees  meet  with  you  and 
prepare  some  cards  to  use  as  an  object-lesson 
and  afterward  as  gifts  to  the  Juniors.  Cut 
some  cards  two  and  one-half  by  four  inches 
from  white  cardboard.     Write  neatly  on  each 
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a  Bible  promise,  and  below  this  the  name  of 
the  Junior  society.  These  cards  may  be  dec- 
orated with  pressed  flowers  or  a  knot  of  rib- 
bon fastened  across  one  corner  of  the  card. 

Cover  a  large  piece  of  pasteboard  with  some 
dark  cloth,  and  to  this  fasten  the  small  cards ; 
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this  may  be  done  by  using  pins  bent  into  hooks. 
When  in  use,  it  may  be  hung  on  the  wall  or 
placed  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  table. 

After  you  have  had  a  talk  with  the  Juniors 
about  what  it  means  to  make  a  promise,  and 
what  God's  promises  mean  to  us,  let  the  cards 
be  taken  off  one  at  a  time ;  let  the  promise  be 
read  and  its  meaning  talked  over,  and  then  the 
card  be  given  to  a  Junior. 

Proceed  in  this  way  until  all  of  the  Juniors 
have  cards. 

Suggest  that  the  Juniors  give  these  cards  to 
the  sick  or  shut-in ;  or,  if  the  Juniors  agree,  the 
cards  may  be  sent  to  a  hospital  and  dis- 
tributed among  the  sick. 

Let  the  thought  of  the  prayer  service  be  that 
we  may  trust  in  God's  promises.

Lam.  3 :  22-25. 
Common  Blessings. 

In  order  to  make  the  Scripture  lesson  clearer 
to  the  Juniors,  write  on  the  blackboard  some 
words  that  are  synonymous  with  loving-kind- 
ness and  compassion,  such  as  "  brotherly 
love,"  "  kind-heartedness,"  "  tenderness," 
"  mercy,"  etc. 

Have  one  of  the  Junior  boys  tell  how  he  is 
merciful  to  his  dog,  also  one  of  the  girls  how 
she  shows  loving-kindness  to  her  bird. 

Let  the  Juniors  name  different  ways  of  being 
merciful  and  passing  on  the  common  blessings. 

Make  it  a  point  to  simplify  the  thought  of 
the  lesson  by  using  illustrations  of  every-day 
life. 

After  the  Juniors  have  named  ways  in  which 
we  can  be  merciful  to  those  about  us  and  to 
our  animal  friends  show  that  God  is  infinitely 
more  merciful  to  us. 

Outline  a  pitcher  on  the  blackboard,  and  ask 
the  Juniors  to  tell  you  what  the  expression 
"  milk  of  human  kindness  "  means.     As  they 
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name  different  things  that  it  stands  for,  write 
the  words  on  the  mouth  of  the  pitcher.

Ezek.  36 :  25-37. 
A  New  Heart. 

Take  to  the  Junior  meeting  for  an  object- 
lesson  two  of  each  of  the  following  articles, 
one  new  and  the  other  old :  pocket-knife, 
books,  shoes,  or  any  other  similar  articles,  as 
many  as  may  be  convenient. 

Open  the  lesson  talk  by  asking  the  Juniors 
which  they  would  rather  have,  a  new  thing  or 
an  old  one.  They  will  tell  you  the  new.  Here 
show  the  objects. 

Ask  how  we  get  the  new  things.  They  will 
tell  you  that  we  buy  them.  Then  ask  how  we 
can  get  new  hearts.  Who  can  furnish  them  ? 
Does  God  sell  them  ? 

Have  one  of  the  Juniors  read  Ezek.  36  :  26. 

Impress  the  thought  that  all  may  have  new 
hearts  just  for  the  taking.  We  may  have  an 
old  distorted,  sinful  heart,  which  God  will  take 
away  and  give  us  a  new  clean  one  in  its  place. 
Jesus  said,  "  Ask,  and  ye  shall  receive." 
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Shall  we  not  take  this  gift  that  is  given  so 
lovingly  and  freely  ? 

With  bowed  heads  let  each  of  the  Juniors 
repeat  David's  prayer,  "  Create  in  me  a  clean 
heart,  O  God,  and  renew  a  right  spirit  within 
me."

THE  WORK  AT  HOME. 

Matt.  9:  35;  10:  5-7. 

Home  Missions. 

We  will  make  this  lesson  a  study  of  the 
missionary  work  among  the  negroes.  Assign 
different  phases  of  the  negro  problem  to  the 
Juniors.  For  instance,  let  one  tell  briefly  the 
story  of  slavery.  He  might  read  a  short  se- 
lection from  "  Uncle  Tom's  Cabin."  Another 
might  be  able  to  tell  about  the  schools  and 
universities  that  are  educating  the  negroes. 
Let  another  tell  how  they  live,  and  another 
may  give  a  sketch  of  the  lives  of  some  negroes 
who  have  been  highly  educated,  and  may  tell 
what  their  work  is,  taking  such  men  as  Booker 
T.  Washington,  Paul  Dunbar,  etc. 

These  stories  can  be  made  very  interesting, 
especially  if  the  Juniors  are  permitted  to  ask 
questions. 

Write  the  following  question  on  the  black- 
board :  "  Plow  can  we  help  them  ?  "  As  the 
Juniors  give  their  answers,  write  these  on  the 
blackboard.  Some  of  the  following  things 
will  doubtless  be  named. 
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We  can  help  them  by  sending  money.  (Tell 
a  story  about  a  little  negro  child  who  has 
never  been  to  school,  and  is  so  poor  that  he  has 
scarcely  any  clothing  to  cover  him.  He  has 
never  had  a  new  pencil  or  a  new  book,  or  a 
chance  to  learn  to  love  a  kind,  thoughtful 
teacher.  A  very  few  dollars  will  keep  this 
little  boy  in  school  for  a  year.  How  many 
Juniors  are  willing  to  earn  and  save  one  dollar 
a  year,  or  about  two  cents  a  week,  to  help  edu- 
cate a  little  negro  child  ?) 

We  can  send  clothing.  (Barrels  and  boxes 
of  clothing,  new  and  second-hand,  are  gladly 
received.  These  are  not  given  to  the  negroes, 
but  are  sold  to  them  for  a  small  sum.  Your 
Juniors  may  feel  that  they  can  make  up  a  barrel 
of  clothing,  papers,  books,  etc.,  to  send  South. 
Your  pastor  will  doubtless  be  able  to  tell  you 
where  to  send  them.) 

We  can  pray  for  them. 

Some  of  us  can  prepare  ourselves  to  go  to 
them  as  missionaries  and  teachers. 

Let  some  of  the  fine  old  negro  melodies  be 
sung,  such  as  the  "  Suwanee  Kiver,"  "  Old 
Black  Joe,"  etc. 


Centre  the  "  quiet  talk  "  on  the  thought  of 
how  we  can  honor  God  at  our  Junior  meetings.

A  BOY  WITH  A  PURPOSE. 

Dan.  1 :  8. 

Purpose  Meeting. 

This  is  the  first  of  several  meetings  about 
Daniel.  It  may  lend  to  the  interest  of  the 
meetings  to  divide  these  lessons  among  the 
different  committees ;  for  instance,  let  the 
prayer-meeting  committee  take  the  meeting 
for  September  1 ;  the  lookout  committee,  that 
for  September  8 ;  the  sunshine  committee,  that 
for  September  15 ;  the  missionary  committee, 
that  for  September  22  ;  and  the  temperance 
committee,  that  for  September  29. 

This  might  take  the  shape  of  a  contest.  Let 
each  committee  try  to  have  the  "  best "  meeting. 

Let  the  thought  of  Daniel's  splendid  manhood 
stand  out  clearly  through  all  the  lessons. 
There  is  no  Old  Testament  story  that  teaches 
greater  strength  of  character  than  that  of 
Daniel. 

If  it  seems  best,  send  for  some  Perry  pic- 
tures.    They  can  be  had  to  fit  each  lesson. 
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Use  for  an  object-lesson  to-day  a  wine-bottle 
or  wine-glass,  some  rich  cake  or  luxury,  some 
vegetable,  and  a  piece  of  bread. 

Let  one  of  the  boys  tell  about  Daniel's  be- 
coming one  of  the  king's  chosen,  and  how  "  the 
king  appointed  for  them  a  daily  portion  of 
the  king's  dainties,  and  of  the  wine  which  he 
drank."  You  may  here  show  the  wine-bottle 
and  cake. 

Then  you  may  tell  how  the  young  man  said, 
"  No  we  don't  want  your  meat  and  wine ;  we 
just  want  a  simple  vegetable  diet."  Here  let 
the  vegetable  and  the  bread  be  shown.  A  few 
questions  will  help  bring  out  the  thought. 
How  many  young  men  would  have  refused 
the  tempting  food  and  taken  the  simple  diet 
instead  ? 

How  many  young  men  would  have  said,  "  I 
will  only  drink  a  little  of  the  wine,  for  a  little 
will  not  hurt  me  "  ? 

How  many  have  become  gluttons  and  drunk- 
ards? 

What  does  it  mean  to  start  right  ?  (Write 
the  words,  "  Start  right,"  on  the  blackboard.) 

Make  another  brace  on  the  blackboard,  and 
before  it  print  the  word  "  purpose,"  and  let 
the  Juniors  name  things  we  should  purpose 
and  do  while  young  that  will  help  us  to  start 
right. 
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Teach  the  Juniors  the  old  song  entitled 
"  Dare  to  be  a  Daniel,"  which  is  found  in  the 
combined  "  Gospel  Hymns."

LESSONS  FKOM  THE  FIERY  FURNACE. 

Dan.  3  :  13-18. 

Tried  and  True. 

Let  the  members  of  the  lookout  committee 
tell  the  story  of  the  three  men  who  were  put 
into  the  fiery  furnace.  As  this  is  being  told, 
sketch  the  furnace  on  the  blackboard,  using 
red  chalk  for  the  fire  and  making  some  figures 
to  represent  the  three  men  and  the  angel. 


Draw  out  the  teaching  of  the  lesson  by  a 
few  questions  such  as  : 

Why  were  these  men  not  afraid  of  the  fur- 
nace ? 
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Why  did  they  trust  God  ? 

What  kind  of  lives  had  they  lived  ? 

What  kind  of  characters  would  they  have 
shown,  had  they  bowed  to  the  king's  idols  ? 

Draw  an  idol  with  a  brace  after  it,  and  have 
the  Juniors  name  some  of  the  "  idols "  we 
worship.  As  tthey  are  named,  write  them  in 
the  brace. 

Whom  do  we  obey  when  we  worship  such 
idols  as  these  ? 


Have  a  heart-to-heart  talk  with  the  Juniors 
about  obedience  to  God.

HOW  DANIEL  SHOWED  HIS  COLORS. 

Dan.  6 :  10,  11. 

Show  Your  Colors. 

Let  the  entire  story  of  Daniel  in  the  lions' 
den  be  told. 

Draw  a  word-picture  of  Daniel  in  his  little 
room  with  its  window  open  toward  Jerusalem. 
He  liked  to  look  out  of  this  window  because  it 
looked  toward  his  home  and  the  place  where 
his  people  were.     He  liked  it  because  it  re- 
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minded  him  of  the  God  he  loved  and  was  try- 
ing to  serve.  No  doubt  it  made  him  stronger 
to  go  to  the  little  window  and  look  toward 
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Jerusalem,  and  so  he  would  kneel  there  three 
times  a  day  and  pray. 

Draw  a  picture  of  the  window,  and  ask  the 
Juniors  of  what  Daniel's  window  should  re- 
mind us.  As  they  name  such  words  as 
"  prayer,"  "  faith,"  "  purpose,"  "  courage," 
etc.,  write  the  words  in  the  panes  of  glass. 

Draw  some  radiating  lines  from  the  window 
to  represent  beams  of  light,  and  ask  the  Jun- 
iors to  tell  what  kind  of  light  will  shine  through 
such  a  window,  and  help  and  gladden  our  lives. 
Write  their  suggestions  on  the  radiating  lines. 

How  often  do  we  pray  ? 

Do  we  talk  to  God  as  to  a  dear  friend  ? 

Do  we  trust  him  to  answer  our  prayers  ? 


Close  with  a  little  talk  about  obedience  in 
the  home. 
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September  22. 

DANIEL  IN  THE  LIONS'  DEN. 

Dan.  6 :  19-23. 

Safe  iist  God's  Care. 

Let  the  story  of  Daniel  in  the  lions'  den  be 
told  by  the  committee  that  had  this  lesson  in 
charge.  Arrange  for  one  of  the  Juniors  to  be 
prepared  to  tell  what  kind  of  a  king  Darius 
was.  Of  what  country  was  he  king,  and  what 
people  did  he  rule  ?    Who  were  his  captives  ? 

Keview  the  incidents  of  Daniel's  life.  For 
what  reason  was  he  thrown  into  the  lions' 
den? 

Who  was  the  happier  that  night,  the  king  in 
his  richly  appointed  bed  or  Daniel  in  the  den 
of  lions  ? 

Why  was  Daniel  the  happier  ? 

What  was  the  effect  of  Daniel's  faith  ? 

Can  we  have  the  same  kind  of  faith  ? 

Draw  a  crown  with  a  brace  after  it,  also  an 
angel's  wing  and  a  brace.  Write  in  the  brace 
with  the  crown  a  brief  story  or  words  that 
will  indicate  the  kind  of  people  Daniel  lived 
among,  what  they  svorshipped,  what  kind  of  a 
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king  held  him  captive  ;  and  in  the  brace  with 
the  wing  write  some  words  that  will  tell  the 
story  of  Daniel's  life  and  purposes. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  see  that  we  often  meet 
"  lions."  Sometimes  we  may  be  thrust  among 
them  as  Daniel  was.  Teach  the  lesson  that 
our  "  lions  "  are  the  sins  that  we  meet  day  by 
day.  Sometimes  we  meet  them  willingly,  but 
other  times  we  are  cast  among  them ;  but,  if 
we  use  Daniel's  weapons,  prayer  and  faith, 
these  lions  will  not  hurt  us.

LESSONS  FROM  BELSHAZZAR'S 
FEAST. 

Dan.  5 :  1-6. 

(Temperance  Meeting.) 

The  Straw  and  the  Cider-Barrel. 

Farmer  Good  had  a  very  large  orchard  on 
the  hillside  back  of  his  house ;  and,  when  the 
first  frost  came  in  the  fall,  the  red  apples 
would  patter  down  until  the  ground  was  al- 
most covered.  Then  the  hired  man  would 
drive  the  wagon  into  the  orchard,  and  the 
farmer  and  Jeff  would  pick  up  great  baskets- 
ful  of  apples,  and  empty  them  into  the  wagon. 
Jeff  was  a  little  boy  twelve  years  old  that 
Farmer  Good  had  taken  from  the  orphans' 
home  to  help  him  about  the  chores. 

Now  Jeff  was  not  very  fond  of  picking  up 
apples,  even  though  they  were  red  and  mellow 
and  juicy,  for  even  a  boy  can  get  all  the 
apples  he  wants  to  eat ;  but  the  hired  man  had 
told  him  that  he  could  ride  to  the  cider-mill 
with  him,  and  see  the  apples  made  into  cider. 
Now,  there  were  two  or  three  things  very  at- 
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tractive  about  this  to  Jeff.  In  the  first  place, 
it  would  be  great  sport  to  see  the  apples  ground 
up  in  the  big  mill  and  then  pressed  into  cider, 
but  better  than  that  was  the  fact  that  he  could 
have  all  the  cider  he  wanted  to  drink. 

Now,  Farmer  Good  was  a  temperate  man, 
and  did  not  have  the  cider  made  to  drink,  but 
to  make  vinegar ;  so  after  the  cider  had  been 
made  it  was  put  into  a  barrel,  and  fastened  up 
tight  except  the  bung-hole  in  the  top  of  the 
barrel,  which  was  left  open  in  order  that  the 
cider  might  ferment  and  turn  into  vinegar. 
So  the  barrel  was  brought  home,  and  put  into 
a  dark  corner  of  Mr.  Good's  workshop,  and 
was  forgotten  by  every  one  but  Jeff. 

Jeff  thought  it  was  too  bad  that  anything 
so  good  as  this  cider  should  be  fastened  up  in 
a  barrel  so  that  no  one  could  get  it  to  drink, 
and  for  a  while  he  was  sorely  puzzled  as  to 
how  he  could  manage  to  get  a  little  of  it  now 
and  then ;  but  after  a  while  a  bright  thought 
came  to  him,  and  he  went  out  in  the  barn  lot 
where  there  was  a  large  stack  of  straw.  He 
picked  out  the  very  longest  and  straightest 
straw  he  could  find,  and  ran  back  gleefully  to 
the  cider-barrel.  The  straw  proved  to  be  just 
the  right  length,  and  Jeff  thought  it  was  great 
fun  to  suck  the  cider  through  the  straw. 

After  a  little  while  the  cider  lost  its  deli- 
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cious  sweet  taste,  and  in  its  place  came  a  sharp, 
stinging  taste  that  was  very  agreeable  to  Jeff. 

One  day  Farmer  Good  had  a  party,  and  in- 
vited all  of  his  relatives  and  friends  to  dinner. 
Among  the  guests  a  boy  about  the  age  of  Jeff, 
named  Frank,  came ;  and  he  and  Jeff  started 
out  to  have  a  pretty  good  time  that  day.  It 
was  not  very  long  before  Jeff  told  Frank 
about  the  cider-barrel,  and  they  went  to  the 
strawstack,  and  found  two  straws  instead  of 
one.  Frank  tasted  the  cider,  but  said  he  did 
not  like  it.  At  this  Jeff  laughed,  and  said 
that  Frank  did  not  know  what  was  good. 
Frank  told  him  that,  if  he  drank  too  much 
hard  cider  it  would  make  him  drunk;  but 
Jeff,  like  many  other  boys,  and  many  men, 
too,  for  that  matter,  said  that  he  was  not 
afraid  that  the  cider  would  make  him  drunk, 
that  he  guessed  he  could  drink  all  he  wanted, 
and  be  as  straight  as  anybody ;  and  he  kept 
on  drinking  the  cider. 

By  and  by  Farmer  Good  sent  Jeff  on  an 
errand  across  the  farm,  and  he  started  off  very 
jubilant.  Frank  noticed  that  Jeff  walked  very 
strangely,  and  he  wondered  whether  it  was 
possible  that  the  boy  had  drunk  too  much 
cider.  Sure  enough,  Jeff  had  gone  only  a  little 
way  when  he  began  to  sing  and  shout  and  talk 
just  as  any  drunkard  would.     He  would  walk 
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a  little  way,  and  fall  down,  and  then  get  up 
and  reel  about,  not  knowing  where  he  was 
going  or  what  he  was  doing.  Frank  then  told 
Farmer  Good  what  Jeff  had  been  doing.  The 
old  man  felt  very  sorry  that  he  had  kept  any- 
thing on  the  place  that  would  tempt  this  poor, 
homeless  boy ;  and  he  went  to  the  shop,  and 
emptied  the  barrel,  and  said,  "Never  again 
will  I  keep  anything  on  my  place  that  will 
teach  a  boy  to  love  drink." 

Use  the  above  story  to  illustrate  just  how 
the  drink  habit  begins.  The  sweet  cider  tastes 
good,  and  the  cider  with  the  sparkling  snap 
tastes  good;  and  so  the  trouble  begins,  and 
too  often  ends  in  a  drunken,  disgraceful  feast 
such  as  Belshazzar  had. 

It  unfitted  the  king  for  any  usefulness ;  so 
God  sent  this  warning  that  was  interpreted 
by  Daniel. 

He  was  king  of  a  great  nation,  and  was  sur- 
rounded by  wealth  and  luxury  ;  but  it  did  not 
make  him  happy  or  save  his  life. 

What  warning  do  we  get  from  this  lesson  ? 

Compare  the  lives  of  the  two  men,  the  king 
and  Daniel. 


What  great  lesson  in  obedience  did  Christ 
give  us  ? 
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October  6. 

GOODNESS  THAT  DOES  NOT  LAST. 

Hos.  6  :  4. 

Short-Lived  Goodness. 

Combine  with  the  Scripture  reading  Matt. 
13  :  5-7.  This  will  illustrate  more  clearly  the 
topic  of  "  Short-lived  Goodness." 

Ask  the  Juniors  whether  they  ever  pre- 
tended to  be  good  when  in  reality  they  had 
been  naughty.  Also  ask  whether  they  have 
ever  known  people  whose  outside  life  seemed 
good  and  righteous,  while  at  heart  they  were 
deceitful  and  treacherous. 

Write  the  word  "  deserter  "  on  the  black- 
board, and  tell  the  story  of  the  soldiers  who 
deserted  just  at  the  time  when  they  were 
needed  most.  They  liked  the  uniform,  the 
marching,  and  the  band ;  but  they  did  not  like 
to  fight ;  so  the  night  before  the  battle  they 
would  sneak  out  and  get  away. 

It  is  just  so  with  some  Christians.  They 
like  to  dress  up  nicely,  and  go  to  church,  and  be 
in  some  elaborate  entertainment ;  but,  when  it 
comes  to  real  Christian  service,  they  always 
have  some  excuse. 
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Now  imagine  that  we  are  some  kind  of  seed, 
and  are  going  to  be  planted  in  the  ground. 
Should  we  rather  be  planted  in  the  rich  soil, 
and  grow  strong  clay  by  day  and  year  by  year, 
or  in  the  "  rocky  soil,"  where  we  would  spring 
up  when  the  sun  comes  out,  and  flourish  for  a 
little  while,  then  droop  and  die  ? 

Write  the  word  "  faithful "  on  the  black- 
board. Draw  a  brace  after  it,  and  let  the 
Juniors  name  Bible  characters  who  have  been 
faithful.  Also  draw  a  brace  after  the  word 
"  deserter,'-  and  fill  it  with  Bible  characters 
who  have  displayed  "  short-lived  goodness."

Then  have 
the  Juniors  fill  the  braces  with  words  that  tell 
what  kind  of  boys  and  girls  shirk  and  what 
kind  are  true.  Write  these  in  the  braces. 
Beneath  these  write  the  words  "  Remedy  for 
shirking,"  and  draw  a  brace  after  it.  Then 
let  the  Juniors  tell  what  will  help  a  person 
who  has  been  in  the  habit  of  shirking. 


Let  the  closing  thought  centre  around  the 
question  of  how  we  can  practise  Christianity 
at  home.

MISSIONS  IN  THE  ISLANDS  OF  THE 
ATLANTIC. 

Isa.  1$ :  10. 

Home  or  Foreign  Missions. 

We  will  make  a  home-missionary  lesson  of 
this  to  study  the  American  Indian,  and  let 
the  boys  have  charge  of  the  meeting.  Meet 
with  them  sometime  during  the  week  and  lay 
the  plans. 

Some  of  the  boys  may  dress  in  Indian 
costume,  and  give  sketches  of  the  Indians, 
telling  something  of  their  history  from  the 
discovery  of  America  until  the  present  day. 

The  costumes  may  consist  simply  of  a 
blanket  worn  Indian  fashion,  and  the  head- 
gear can  be  made  of  paper.  Almost  any  boy 
will  be  able  to  dress  like  an  Indian  from  the 
tomahawk  to  the  moccasins  if  you  will  only 
give  him  half  a  chance. 

Prepare  yourself  with  a  number  of  questions 
that  will  help  the  Juniors  with  the  story  of 
the  Indians. 

Ask  each  Junior  to  come  to  the  meeting

with  two  questions  about  things  he  wants  to 
know  regarding  the  Indians. 

Dwell  especially  upon  the  great  wrong  done 
to  the  Indians  by  driving  them  from  their 
homes  time  after  time  until  nothing  is  left 
for  them  but  few  comparatively  small  reserva- 
tions. 

Christians  are  giving  the  Indians  training  in 
many  forms  of  industry  by  planting  schools 
in  the  reservations.  There  are  a  number  of 
boarding-schools  in  Nebraska  and  North  and 
South  Dakota,  and  many  smaller  schools 
scattered  about.  In  Santee  there  is  a  large 
school  composed  of  eight  buildings,  where, 
besides  educating  pupils,  native  teachers, 
preachers,  and  missionaries  are  trained,  who 
will  go  among  their  own  people.  The  boys 
are  taught  farming,  blacksmithing,  printing, 
carpentry,  fruit-growing,  and  many  other  help- 
ful things.  The  girls  learn  cooking,  general 
housekeeping,  knitting,  sewing,  and  em- 
broidery.    They  have  nineteen  churches. 

The  Indians  are  very  generous  in  their  gifts 
toward  this  work  for  their  people ;  then  should 
wre  not  with  our  abundance  give  liberally  that 
they  may  become  true  men  and  women  who 
will  love  and  serve  God  ? 

This  meeting  may  be  as  elaborate  in  cos- 
tumes, etc.,  as  you  see  fit.     The  room  may  be 
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decorated  with  pictures,  statuary,  and  burnt- 
leather  reproductions  of  Indian  things.

A  FRESH  BEGINNING. 

Jonah  3  :  1-J,. 
Trying  Again. 

Review  last  Sunday's  lesson  of  how  Jonah 
ran  away  from  his  duty.  Also  make  clear  the 
thought  of  Jonah's  repentance  and  his  willing- 
ness to  try  again.  Then  apply  the  teaching  to 
our  every-day  lives. 

When  should  we  try  again  ? 

How  often  should  we  try  again  ? 

The  following  story  can  be  used  to  advan- 
tage here. 

The  Ant  and  the  King. 

Once  there  was  a  king  who  was  very  un- 
happy. He  had  been  defeated  on  every  hand. 
His  armies  had  been  overcome  and  his  kingdom 
overthrown. 

He  sat  one  day  in  a  cave  where  he  was  hid- 
ing from  his  enemies.  Sad  and  discouraged, 
defeated  and  deserted,  he  thought  he  might  as 
well  stay  there  and  starve  to  death. 

As  he  sat  there,  he  spied  an  ant  crawling  up 
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the  wall  of  the  cave.  The  ant  was  carrying  a 
fly  twice  as  large  as  himself.  He  climbed  up 
a  few  feet,  and  fell  back  to  the  floor.  He 
started  up  again.  This  time  he  climbed  a 
little  higher,  then  fell  to  the  floor  again.  The 
king  thought,  "  Surely  he  will  not  try  it 
again  " ;  but  the  ant,  apparently  not  the  least 
discouraged,  climbed  again,  but,  alas !  fell. 
Six  times  did  the  little  ant  with  his  heavy 
load  try  to  climb  to  the  top  of  the  cave,  but 
fell  every  time.  The  king  became  interested 
in  such  splendid  courage,  and  with  joy  he  saw 
the  ant  reach  his  goal  after  trying  seven  times. 
He  jumped  up  and  said :  "  I  will  learn  a  lesson 
from  this  little  ant.  I  will  go  and  fight  till  I 
conquer,  and  regain  my  kingdom." 

The  old  British  king  was  as  good  as  his 
word. 

Show  how  our  lives  are  made  up  by  just  try- 
ing, for  there  is  scarcely  a  day  when  we  do  not 
become  discouraged  about  something,  but  the 
only  remedy  is  to  try  again. 


Have  a  talk  with  the  Juniors  about  how  we 
can  practise  Christianity  in  our  play. 
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November  10. 
WHAT  GOD  EXPECTS  OF  US. 
Micah  6 :  8. 
Our  Duty  to  God. 

The  material  for  the  object-lesson  will  con- 
sist of  a  small  pasteboard  box,  some  slips  of 
paper,  and  lead-pencils. 

The  box  is  to  represent  a  trap.  One  way  to 
arrange  it  is  to  invert  the  box,  and  cut  a  small 
hole  in  one  side.  On  the  inside  of  the  box 
make  a  trap-door  by  hanging  a  piece  of  paste- 
board over  the  hole.  Use  a  piece  of  cloth  for 
the  hinges.  This  should  open  when  the  slips 
of  paper  are  pushed  in  from  the  outside,  then 
fall  shut  again.  The  trap]  is  to  represent  our 
wills. 

Lead  the  Juniors  to  discuss  the  subject  of 
traps  and  their  use.  There  are  many  little 
animals  in  the  world  that  annoy  us  very  much, 
and  hinder  us  from  doing  our  duty  to  God. 
Some  of  them  are  destructive,  and  we  have  to 
get  rid  of  them  because  they  are  always  spoil- 
ing something. 

Pass  the  slips  of  paper  and  the  lead-pencils 
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among  the  Juniors.  Ask  each  one  to  think  of 
one  thing  that  hinders  us  from  doing  what  God 
expects  of  us :  write  it  on  the  slip  of  paper ; 
come  forward,  and  put  it  into  the  trap.  They 
will  write  such  words  as  "  Temper,"  "  Cheat- 
ing," "Swearing,"  " Lying,"  "Envy,"  etc. 
Now  these  are  all  right  as  long  as  we  keep 
them  in  the  trap.  Illustrate  this  by  telling  how 
we  must  keep  troublesome  animals  in  the  trap ; 
for,  if  we  let  them  out  again,  they  do  as  much 
mischief  as  ever. 

The  following  brace  shows  ways  in  which 
we  can  do  our  duty  to  God.

WHAT  GOD  THINKS  OF  THE 
WICKED. 

Nahum  1:  3. 

The  Wicked. 

We  do  not  often  like  to  present  this  subject 
to  children,  but  rather  the  loving  and  forgiv- 
ing side  of  God.  But  it  is  important  that  the 
other  side  of  God's  character  should  not  be 
forgotten ;  so  it  is  well  at  times  to  have  such 
lessons  as  this,  that  show  God  as  the  judge,  in- 
stead  of  the  father. 

First  make  clear  the  thought  that  God  has 
given  us  the  power  to  do  as  we  please.  That 
is,  we  can  will  to  do  right  or  will  to  do  wrong. 
At  the  same  time  he  tells  us  that,  if  we  do 
certain  things,  we  shall  be  punished,  while,  if 
we  do  not  do  them,  we  shall  be  happy  forever 
and  ever. 

Give  a  few  illustrations  that  will  simplify 
this  to  the  Juniors.  For  instance,  the  teacher 
tells  her  pupils  that  all  who  study  hard  and 
pass  above  a  certain  mark  can  go  on  a  picnic 
Friday  afternoon.     John  says:  "What's  the 
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use?  I  am  not  going  to  study.  I  can  pass 
that  mark  all  right."  So  he  dallies  away  his 
time  while  the  other  pupils  are  all  working. 
His  teacher  is  grieved,  for  she  knows  how  dis- 
appointed John  will  be  when  the  day  for  the 
picnic  comes.  She  tries  hard  to  get  him  to 
study ;  but  he  is  indifferent,  and  feels  very  con- 
fident that  he  will  get  to  the  picnic. 

When  Friday  comes,  all  the  children  start 
off,  and  John  is  left  behind. 

Was  the  teacher  to  blame  ?  The  Juniors 
will  readily  see  that  the  teacher  was  not  to 
blame,  that  she  was  grieved  and  sorry  because 
John  was  disobedient  and  could  not  go  to  the 
picnic,  but  that  John  just  received  the  conse- 
quences of  his  own  acts  ;  and  that  is  just  the 
way  with  God.  He  has  given  us  our  choice, 
and  tells  us  over  and  over  again  that  he  wants 
us  to  do  these  things ;  and  then,  if  we  go 
ahead  and  do  the  wrong  things,  we  should  not 
blame  God  when  we  are  punished. 

God  tried  for  many  years  to  make  people 
want  to  be  good.  He  tried  many  plans,  and 
still  they  grew  more  wicked  all  the  time.  At 
last  he  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  to  die  for  us. 
He  did  this  to  make  it  easier  for  us  to  do 
right.  Emphasize  the  first  clause  in  the 
Scripture  lesson,  and  teach  that  God  bears 
with  us  just  as  long  as  he  can ;  but,  when  we 
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persist  in  going  on  in  our  sin,  we  must  expect 
the  consequences,  for  "  he  will  by  no  means 
clear  the  guilty." 


Centre  the  closing  talk  around  how  people 
can  practise  Christianity  in  their  business.

MISSION  WORK  IN  THE  PACIFIC 
ISLANDS. 

Ps.  72 : 8-11. 

Foreign  Missions. 

Outline  the  Western  Hemisphere  on  the 
blackboard.  Locate  the  South  Pacific  Ocean 
by  writing  the  name  across  the  map.  In  this 
are  the  New  Hebrides  and  many  other  islands. 
Twenty  years  ago  John  Gr.  Paton  went  as 
missionary  to  these  islands.  It  took  a  brave 
man  to  go  and  take  the  gospel  to  these  people, 
for  they  were  cannibals,  and  would  just  as 
soon  eat  a  man  as  look  at  him.  He  says  in  his 
"  Autobiography  "  :  "  My  first  impressions 
drove  me  to  the  verge  of  utter  dismay.  On 
beholding  these  natives  in  their  paint  and 
nakedness  and  misery,  my  heart  was  as  full  of 
horror  as  pity.  .  .  .  Was  it  possible  to 
teach  them  right  and  wrong,  to  Christianize, 
or  even  to  civilize,  them  ?  But  ...  I 
soon  got  deeply  interested  in  them,  and  in  all 
that  tended  to  advance  them,  and  to  lead  them 
to  the  knowledge  and  love  of  Jesus." 

One  of  his  servants  said  to  him  :    "  Missi, 
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this  is  a  dark  land.  The  people  of  this  land  do 
dark  works.  At  the  boiling  spring  they  have 
cooked  and  feasted  upon  the  slain.  They  have 
washed  the  blood  into  the  spring ;  they  have 
bathed  there  till  all  the  waters  are  red.  I  can- 
not get  water  to  make  your  tea." 

Dr.  Paton  had  been  here  only  a  little  while 
when  his  wife  and  baby  died.  Can  we  not 
imagine  something  of  the  deep  sorrow  that 
must  have  been  his  on  losing  these  loved  ones 
in  this  distant  land  where  all  the  people  about 
him  were  savages  ? 

The  following  is  an  incident  that  Dr.  Paton 
relates  about  an  old  chief  who  helped  him 
translate  and  prepare  his  first  hymn-book. 
The  chief  had  a  great  desire  to  "hear  it 
speak."  The  book  was  made  up  chiefly  of 
short  passages  from  the  Scriptures,  and  the  old 
chief  came  to  him  morning  after  morning, 
saying  : 

"  '  Missi,  is  it  done  ?    Can  it  speak  ? p 

"  At  last  I  was  able  to  answer  '  Yes.' 

"  The  old  chief  eagerly  responded,  '  Does  it 
speak  my  words  ? ' 

"I  said,  'It  does.' 

"  Then  he  said,  '  Make  it  speak  to  me,  Missi. 
Let  me  hear  it  speak.' 

u  I  read  to  him  a  part  of  the  book,  and  the 
old  man  fairly  shouted  in  an  ecstasy  of  joy : 
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'  It  does  speak  !  It  speaks  my  own  language, 
too !  O  give  it  to  me.'  He  grasped  it  hur- 
riedly, turned  it  all  around  every  way,  pressed 
it  to  bis  bosom,  and  then,  closing  it  with  a 
look  of  great  disappointment,  handed  it  back 
to  me,  saying  :  '  Missi,  I  cannot  make  it  speak  ! 
It  will  never  speak  to  me.' 

"  '  No,'  said  I ;  '  you  don't  know  how  to  read 
it  yet,  or  how  to  make  it  speak  to  you ;  but  I 
will  teach  you  to  read,  and  then  it  will  speak 
to  you  as  it  does  to  me.' 

" i  O  Missi,  dear  Missi,  show  me  how  to 
make  it  speak ! ' 

"  I  looked  out  for  him  a  pair  of  spectacles, 
and  managed  to  fit  him  well.  He  was  much 
afraid  of  putting  them  on  at  first,  manifestly 
in  dread  of  some  sort  of  sorcery.  At  last,  when 
they  were  properly  placed,  he  saw  the  letters 
and  everything  so  clearly  that  he  exclaimed  in 
great  excitement  and  joy : 

"  '  I  see  it  now  !  This  is  what  you  told  us 
about  Jesus.  He  opened  the  eyes  of  the  blind 
man.  The  word  of  Jesus  has  just  come  to 
Aniwa.  He  has  sent  me  these  glass  eyes.  I 
have  gotten  back  again  the  sight  that  I  had 
when  a  boy.  O  Missi,  make  the  book  speak  to 
me  now.' " 

Then  Dr.  Paton  relates  how  he  drew  the 
A  B  C's  in  large  characters  upon  the  dust,  and 
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how  eagerly  the  old  chief  learned  them  until 
he  had  mastered  the  whole  alphabet,  and  soon 
began  to  spell  out  the  smaller  words.  Later  he 
relates  that  he  heard  him  read  to  a  company 
with  wonderful  fluency. 

This  is  only  one  incident  of  thousands  that 
Dr.  Paton  and  others  had  in  their  experience 
with  these  islanders.  The  "  Autobiography  " 
of  this  loyal  missionary  would  be  a  splendid 
thing  for  a  Junior  society  to  purchase  and 
own,  as  it  is  full  of  thrilling  incidents  that 
will  inspire  children  to  more  earnest  mission- 
ary effort.

Arrange  for  a  thank-offering  at  the 
previous  meeting.  Suggest  that  the  Juniors 
bring  for  their  offering  a  can  of  fruit,  corn, 
peas,  or  any  other  canned  goods,  or  a  glass  of 

jelly. 

Have  one  of  your  committees  meet  and  pre- 
pare some  slips  of  paper  each  containing  a 
verse  from  the  Psalms.  Take  these  to  the 
Junior  meeting  with  a  bottle  of  mucilage,  and 
paste  one  on  each  of  the  cans  and  packages. 

The  thank-offering  may  be  presented  to  the 
hospital,  or  be  distributed  among  the  poor. 

Ask  each  of  the  Juniors  to  select  his  favorite 
Psalm,  and  to  choose  from  it  the  verse  he  likes 
best.     These  may  form  a  Bible-reading.

Missionary  Meeting. 

Use  for  the  object-lesson  a  globe  and  some 
small  crosses.    The  crosses  may  be  made  of 


«*.£.* 
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heavy  white  paper  or  light-weight  cardboard. 
In  the  lower  end  of  the  cross  cut  two  slits 
about  one-half  inch  deep ;  then  turn  up  the 
centre  one  on  one  side  and  the  other  two  on 
the  other,  thus  forming  a  base.  When  you 
are  ready  to  place  the  crosses  on  the  globe, 
put  some  mucilage  on  the  lower  part  of  the 
bases,  and  stick  them  at  the  required  places. 

It  would  be  a  nice  plan  to  purchase  for  your 
Junior  society  a  cheap  small-sized  globe  made 
of  pressed  paper.  A  little  door  may  be  made 
in  it  by  cutting  three  sides  of  a  small  square 
and  pasting  a  tiny  strip  of  cloth  on  the  fourth 
side,  thus  making  a  hinge,  or  a  slit  for  a  coin 
can  be  cut  out  near  the  north  pole.  It  can  then 
be  used  as  a  bank  for  the  missionary  pennies, 
and  will  prove  very  attractive  to  the  Juniors. 

Place  the  globe  on  the  table,  and  let  the 
Juniors  gather  about  it.  Point  out  the  coun- 
tries that  have  not  received  Christ,  and  place 
one  of  the  crosses  on  each  of  these  countries. 
This  will  illustrate  the  thought  of  taking  the 
gospel  of  Christ  to  unchristianized  lands. 

Some  stories  told  about  these  countries  and 
a  discussion  of  their  great  needs  will  lead  to 
a  very  interesting  meeting.

THE  LAST  MESSAGE  FROM  THE 
OLD  TESTAMENT. 

Mai.  k  :  1-6. 

The  Forerunner. 

After  the  Scripture  lesson  has  been  read 
call  special  attention  to  the  fifth  and  sixth 
verses.  Then  have  Matt.  11  :  11-14;  Luke 
1  :  17  read. 

Make  clear  to  the  Juniors  that  the  prophecy 
of  Malachi  has  reference  to  John  the  Baptist, 
as  the  two  references  in  the  New  Testament 
show  us. 

Draw  from  the  Juniors  the  story  of  John 
the  Baptist.  Have  one  of  them  read  John 
1  :  6-8,  23. 

Show  that  John  was  sent  by  God  to  tell  the 
people  that  Christ  was  coming.  Illustrate  this 
by  the  advance  agents  of  our  big  shows.  They 
tell  the  people  by  the  big  bills  they  paste  up 
on  the  boards  that  something  grand  and  won- 
derful is  coming.  So  John  the  Baptist  was 
sent  by  God  to  tell  every  one  that  some  one

grand  and  wonderful,  some  one  that  should  be 
a  Saviour  for  all  the  world,  was  coming. 

It  would  be  well  to  let  the  Christmas  mes- 
sage enter  into  this  lesson.  Have  the  Juniors 
tell  the  story  of  the  Christ  child,  and  by  a  few 
well-chosen  questions  bring  out  the  story  of 
his  life  and  the  great  purpose  of  his  coming. 

Write  in  bold  letters  on  the  blackboard, 
"For  God  so^loved  the  world,  that  he  gave 
his  only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  be- 
lieveth  on  him  should  not  perish,  but  have 
eternal  life."

Let  us  give  to  the  lesson  topic  its  literal 
meaning,  and  make  a  review  of  the  past  year's 
work.

Let  the  lookout  committee  tell  about  some 
of  the  prophecies  as  we  have  studied  them 
throughout  the  year.

The  mis- 
sionary topics  may  be  assigned  to  the  mission- 
ary committee.  The  praise  meetings  may  be 
reviewed  by  the  sunshine  committee. 

The  superintendent  should  be  prepared  to 
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ask  a  few  well-chosen  questions  on  each  of 
these  subjects  to  draw  out  their  teachings.
